Republican leaders friendly to State 
Chairman Thomas K. Niedringhaus 
spoke indignantly Monday of the pub- 
lished charges of Richard C. Kerens, 
with reference to the manner in which 
Mr. Niedringhaus handled contributionge 
to the State campaign fund of 1904.

The resolution con- 
demned him for continuing to be a can- 
didate for the Missouri Senatorship 
after Niedringhaus had received the in- 
dorsement of the caucus. He declared 
in reply that His followers in the bolt 
were actuated by revelations concerning 
the brewers’ subscription of $21,000 and 
“other matters,” which have not yet 
come to light.

The article by Mayor Wells in the World Today 
on the subject of “St. Louis After the World’s 
Fair,’ a part of which was republished in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch, is a timely utterance for the 

second anniversary of the opening of the Exposi-

THE AMERICAN SENSE OF ORDER. 

What would have happened in San Francisco if 
the city authorities had been destroyed in the earth- 
quake and there had been neither soldiers nor police 
to keep order during the fire? 

There are hundreds of seemingly distinct answers 
on record in American history. When they are 


the conclusion that if thrown completely on their 
Own resources, with no authority over them, or even 
with authority against them, the people of San Fran- 
cisco would have still reorganized at once after the 
first panic and then would have proceeded at once 
to work out of their own brains, under direction of 
their own sense of fitness towards the same results 
which were disorganized for the time being by earth- 
quake and fire. 

Those who doubt this should look into present 
conditions {in~Oklahoma, for instance. They may 
then compare these results of the American sense 
of fitness with what appeared on the surface when 
what seemed to be a wild and disorderly mob, over- 
riding all authority or breaking away from it, 
“stampeded” into the territory at its opening. 

The people who created that confusion for a single 
day would not themselves tolerate it afterwards. 
Out of their own disorder they established order at 
once and they have gone on increasing it ever since. 

The sense of fitness in 90 people out of a hundred, 
their power to organize out of the worst confusion, 
to enforce order, these are the essential facts not 
only of public authority in America, but of all the 
great results which are achieved out of the worst 
difficulties.
